being,cxtinpuithed, and the humours Gr;- 
dup; and in general, moſt Phyſicians 
at this day Co obſerves it,but as to particu- 
iare, as I nave beiore mentioned, ir often 
happenzth otherwiſe ; nay, 'tis reported 
Dy a credible Author, that inthe Reizn of 


Erecaus; Ning of Szveedland, a Man was mar- 


ned at-at Hundred years old, toa Bride of 
Thirty, and had many Children by her, 
but looked ſo fieſh: that ſuch as knew him

Campania, where the Air is temperate, 
{erent and calm, Men of B_ Years uſually Mar- 
ry young Virgins, and have Children by them, 
which argues, tht Age in Men hinders not 
Procreation, u»l{s they be exhauſted in their 
Yenth, and their Merabers ſhrivelled up. If any 
ask why a Woman is ſoonr Barren than 4 
Man ? |] an\wer, The Cauſe is the natural 
Heat, which is more predcminant im the latter, 
than in the former : for ſince a Woman is more 
970iſt than a Man, as her Monthly Purgations 
do moſt evidently demonſtrate, as alfo the foft- 
neſs of her Body ; *tis alſo apparent that he doth 
exceed her inNative heat ; and as for that heat, 
zt 25 the chief thing that concofts the Humonrs 
into good and proper Aliment, which the Wo- 
man wanting, grows fat, when a Man, by 
reaſon of that heat ,mel;s his fat by degrces,aud 
his Humours are Aiſſurved, but by the benefi 
thereof they are elaborated into Seed: And this 
2ay, for the better Confirmation of 19a; Ipro- 
poſed, be added, That the Woman generally 7s 
rt ſo ſtrong as a Mangnr ſo wiſe and prudent; 
zor hath ſo much reaſon, nor is ſo ingenious im 
contriving ber Afﬀairs, whereby the Facultics 
are hinared in their Overation, And fo I 
concludes my Ailertion:

The A of Coition being 
Ovei's {herein the force of Imagination is cer- 
rainly 11-1; prevalent in the cauſing of the Child 
to beof this or that Sex, the Woman (ſay tbe 
Antients' mult gently repoſe on her right 
ſide, with her Head lying low, and her 
Body ſinking down. that by ſeeping in that 
poſture, the Ce/ls on the right fide of the 
Matrix,may prove thePlace of Conception, in 
which is the greateſt torce of Generative 
heat, which it the greateſt Inducerment to 
Procreation of Male Children, and rarely 
fails to anſwer the expectation of thoſe that 
experience it,eſpecially iithey keep them - 
felves warm, and without much motion, 
leaning for the moſt part to rize right, and 
drinking alittle Spirit of Saffron, and Fuice 
of Hyſop, in a Glafs of 04;Hlaga 0» — 
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' when they lie down and riſe, tor the ſpace 


of a Week. Now the fitteſt time(fay they) 
for the Procreation of Male Children, is 
when the Sun is in Leo, and Moon's Signs 
15 /irtigo, Seorpia, Or Sagitarins. 

ThisOrder will they alſo have obſerved 
for a FemaleChild,by lying as aforeſaid on 
the left ſide,and ſtrongly fancyingaFemale 
inthe time of Procreation, eſpecially if the 
Weman drink the decoction of Female Mer- 
cury,four days from the firſt day ofPurgatt- 
on: theMale Mercury (both Herbs fo cailed) 
having the like Operation in caſe ofa Male 
Child ; for the Juice or Deco&ion of theſe 
Simples, are of force, the one to purge the 
right,and the other the left fide ofthe/omb, 
and thereby open theRecepticks,making a 
way for the Seminary of Generation: And 
the beſt time to Copulate for this Sex, 18, 
when the 4407: is in the wane,and theSign in 
Libra or Aquarins, for when they will be of 
a moſt gentle affable temper,very fair,and. 
periec& in all their Members. Avicenna, an 
Author of good repute,deſcribes the time of 
Procreation thus : IFhew(laith he) the Men- 
ſcs are ſpent, and theTPomb is cleanſed which is 
commouly in five days,or ſeven at miſt .if aMan 
lie with hisl#ife from the fir ſt day ſhe is purged 


to the fifth,ſhe will concoive aMalezbut from the 


 þth tothe eighth day a Female, and from the 


eight h 
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eighth to the tweifth, a Male again; But aj: 
that number of days, peradventure neither di* 
ſtrictly, but both in an Hermaporodite. 

In a woid, They that would! 2 commen:- 
ced to thiur Fedlock ations, and b{ happy 
in tae fruit cf their Labour ,nmit cilerve to 
Copulate at diitance of time,n7tioo often, 
nor yet too ſldom,for both theſe hurtFruit- 
fulnets alike 3 for to eje& immotderately, 
weakens a Man, and waſts his Spirits, and 
too oiten cauſes the Seed by long continu- 
ance to be incifettual, & no:Manty eno 81. 
And thus much for the firſt genzral & par- 
ticu/ar; from whence I fnall proceed roche 
ſecone; which is, to give the Reader to 
unileritand how the Child 15 formed in the 

Vomb, and what accidents it is incidenc 
to, how nouriſhed,and when brought iorth. 

Certain it is, there are various Qpinicns 
concerning this matter; therefore 1 ihall,for 
the ſatisfaction oi theCurious,lay down the 
Opinions of the Learned, as thits: Ma: 
conſiſts of an Ovam orEgg, impregnated © 
the Ovaria, or Telticles of the Woman, by 
the more tubitile part of Man's Secd ; bur 
there is a forming Faculty & Vertue ja the 
Seed from a Divine and Heavenly Giit, * 
being abundantly endued with Vital and 
Etherial Spirit, which gives ſhaps and iorm 
to the Embryo, fothat all the parts and vult

of many Months,agd is by degrees irame« 
and formed into a decent & comely Figure 
of a Man,do confiit in thatgand are adum- 
brated thereby: On which hois Datid Col.”

Init 
praiſe thee, 0 7. ord, becauſe T am wonderfully 
mad::Thy Works are wonderful, My Soul fearch- 
eth and knoweth it right well.

Thy Eyes beheld me yet unmade, 
and in thy Book were all my _— written, 
which day by day were faſhioned, Thy Know- 
ledge is wonderful vmro me 91 — Twas made, 
T canmot underſtand it &c. And Fhviicians 
that have narrow! * Contemp plated Man's 
Natmre, conſtitute four different times, 
wherein this Microſm or little World is 
framed and perietted inihs Womb. 
The firſt 15 ImmcCiately atter Cotton, 
and is ſaid to be perfectea in the firſt Veer, 
if no Eflux happen, which fometimes 
fail out through the ſlipperineſs of the Ma- 
trix, Or Head thereof that ſhifts over 
Ike a Roſe-bud, openins on a ſudden 
by reaion of {ome cold diilemper, or over- 
wearinels in Travel. 
' The ſecond timyg of forming 1s conſtita- S 
cc 
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Womb, by the uſe of her own inbred for- 


ces and Virtue, makes a manifeſt mutati- 


on in the Conception, fo that all the ſub- 
fiance ſeems Congealed Fleſh and Blood, 
which happens about the 12 and 14 day 
after Copulation ; and though this Con- 
creation or Fleſhy Maſs abound with hot 
fiery Blood, yet it remains undiitinguiſha- 
ble without form of figure, and may be 
called the rough draught, or Embryo, and 
well likensd to Seed which is ſown in the 
Ground, which through kindly Heat and 
Moiſture grows up by degrees, into a per- 
feit form, either in Plant or Grain; or as 
when a Potter Faſhions a Veſlel out of a 
rude Lump of Clay. 

The third time to makeup this Fabrick, 
is ſet when the principal Parts thew them- 
ſelves evidently and perſpicuouſly, as the 
Heart,from whence proceeds the Arterics, 
the Brain from which the Nerves proceed 
like many ſmall Threads running through 
the whole Body, and the Liver, whoſe 
Office it is to ſeparate the Bile from the 
Blood brought to it by the/anaPorte, The 
two firſt are the Seeds and Fountains of 
Life,that nouriſh and” ſupport each part of 
theBody; in framing which, the Faculty 


of the Womb is buſied from the time of + 


Con- 
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Conception to the Eighteenth Day ot the 
firſt Month. 

But laſtly, which time reacheth to the 
28 or 3oth. day, the outzord parts are leen 
exquiſicely elaborated and diftinguitheu by 
Toynts, and then the Child begins ro grow . 
and pant : from which progreſs of days, by 
reaſon the Limbs are divided, and the 
whole trame is perfe it is no longer held 
an imperfe&t Child or Embryo,that is, a Cor- 
cretion that ſprings forth, but is held to be 
a perfe& and abſoluteChild. Males for the 
molt part, are perfe& by the 3< day, but 
Females ſeldom till the 42 or 45 day; and 
the reaſon why the one is ſooner perfeted 
than the other, is, That the heat of the 
Womb is greater in producing theMalethan | 
the Female: For heat extends the Humour - !

'The Arteries convey the Blooi to the Te- 
ticles, where part of it is ſpent in the nou- 
riſhment of them, and the Produftion of 
thoſe lictleBladders (which doin all things 
reſemble Eggs ) through which the Vafa 
Preparemtia run, and are obliterated in 
them.

they drive themtcjves into two branches, 
though different in magnitude, for one 
being greater than the other, paſſes to the 
StONes.
